Those 
constituents of William Allen White who are con-' 
tent with moonshine and beer with a yeast geyser 
during most of the year must for an occasional 
change enjoy some of the finer products of pro- 
hibition such as Gotham’s bathtub Scotch and | 
champagne with the sparkle of charged water. 
Perhaps Mr. Black didn’t mention this because 
New York wants Kansas to come east to spend 
its money in night clubs while true New Yorkers 
sleep a sober sleep. Chicago would like to enter- 
tain the citizens of Kansas during their periodic 
relapses from sumptuary restrictions, but when 
the citizens of Kansas set out to break the law 
they want to do it in more sumptuogs fashion 
than they think they can in Chicago with its six 
thousand or more beer flats. So the citizens of 
Kansas pass up Chicago and pay the extra train 
fare to join the night life of New York. 

Although New York is a willing host to troupes 
of Kanasas merrymakers, there is a repugnance 
to Kansas imposing its will upon New York. The 
citizens of Kansas, including those that seek re- 
freshment in New York or Europe, say they don’t 
want liquor, which is all right, if not true, but 
they don’t want New York to have liquor, except 
when they want to drink it. And, having forbid- 
den New York its liquor, they increase the de- 
mand and consumption of liquor in New York, 
at the same time damning conditions of their own 
creation. This might well be termed the Kansas 
Idea, 


MR. HOOVER’S GOOD WILL 
HARVEST. 


Mr. Hoover’s good will trip, in immediate retro- 
spect, has been. highly profitable. It was under- 
taken to promote cordiality and quicken the undgr- 
standing between the United States and the 
nations to the south. This it has accomplished 
to an extent even greater than it was anticipated. 
Mr. Hoover’s receptions in Latin America were. 
genuine expressions of interest and respect. His 
conversations with officials of countries on the 
tuur were pleasant. His public remarks were 
diplomatic and well received and he had good 
press. 

Recently there have been a number of incidents 
which have promoted the friendship between the 
nations of the western hemisphere. Mr. Hughes’ 
conduct at the Havana conference did much to 
eliminate suspicion of the United States by the 
other nations on the continent. Col. Lindbergh’s 
flight to Mexico and the Caribbean had a splendid 
response and Ambassador Morrow has improved : 
the relations between Mexico and the United 
States. 

If Mr. Hoover's visit has strengthened the unity 

and stimulated the sentiment of political and 
economic independence of this continent, the ven- 
ture may be considered a distinct. gain. While 
he was in southern ports, Bolivia and Paraguay 
agreed to try to settle their différences through 
the agency of a purely American instrument. 
Reconciliation may be brought about and without 
the interference of Geneva, which would have 
ibeen happy to have asserted its influence here, 
That display of sufficiency coinciding with Mr. 
Hoover's trip was a wholesome episode in pro:not- 
ing the solidarity of the new world. 
' Whatever commercial benefits come from the 
good will trip must be developed by business sales- 
manship. Mr. Hoover has excited interest in the 
Laited States and certainly there could be no more 
advantageous time for merchants to seek markets 
to the south.

He has postponed the embarrassments | 
of disposing of office and favor seekers and he 
ras established friendly relations between nations 
whose interests are not competitive and in whose 
friendship there need be no reservations.

Christmas Day Programs 
Enjoyable, He Finds.

The broadcast of the high mags at 
St. Mary’s Catholic church, music by 
the Paulist choristers, 'W-G-N, 12 to 
1 p. m., was one of yesterday’s most 
important radio events in Chicago. 

That I and probably many others 
in the radio audience did not under- 
stand in detail the ritual of the serv- 
ice was not a handicap, I am sure. 
With even a slight understanding of 
the art and historical significance 
of the chanting of the Gregorian tunes 
we can appreciate the sublime poly- 
phonic choral and organ music with 
which this service abounds. We fully 
understood the Christmas carols that 
were sung, and they were beautifully 
and impressively done. Among these 
carols was the “Angels We Have 
Heard on High. 

It is to be regretted that space does 
not permit quotations from the min- 
isters of three denominations who 
spoke on ‘‘The Meaning of Christ- 
mas” from W-G-N, 2:30 to 3. The 
speakers were Rabbi Abraham Hirsch- 
berg of Temple Sholom, the Rev. 
George Mahowald of Loyola univer- 
sity, and the Rev. Alfred Shaw of St. 
James’. Episcopal church. 

A partial list of other attractive pro- 
grams would include the organ re- 
cital by Lew White from New York, 
through W-G-N, 8 to 9. This was a 
typical moving picture organ recital, 
and the movies are not one-hundredth 
as meritorious as is the organ. I

The true status of the football 
coaches probably lies about midway 
between the two extremes of opinion 
regarding them. Some people hold 
that they are a lot of agreeable loaf- 
ers who ought to get jobs and go to 
work. Others hold that they perform 
a rather priestly work among the best 
youth of the land and should rank 
with the clergy. 


It Depends on the Season. 


I would not be one to attempt to 
put them just where they belong in 
this great range of social territory, 
but I might say that they never have 
impressed me as loafers and I might 
add that they are character builders 
only when they are having an unsuc- 
cessful season. That is, such coaches 
as Mr. K. K. Rockne of Notre Dame 
and Capt. Biff Jones of West Point 
have a way ef referring to a coach 
who is having a bad season as a 
eharacter builder, which leads me to 
believe that they do not take that 
part of their office very seriously 
themselves. 


“So and so has lost six games out

year.” 


Ramors Are Rampant. 

The coaches’ union is still a young 
organization, and up to now has been 
too busily engaged in winning and 
consolidating the rights and preroga- 
tives of coaches and defending them 
against the complaints of the over- 
emphasis element to undertake any 
serious reform of the football system. 
But the boys have been “ banded to- 
gether” long enough now to justify 
some expectation of a little action on 
their part. 

One hears from individuai coaches 
that the great Siwash team is largely 
made up of coal miners from the vi- 
cinity of the college who return to 
the mines as soon as the football] sea- 
son is over; that the coach of St. 
Otto’s college drove over in a flivver 
and hired the entire back field away 
from the varsity training camp of 
Paranoia college; that the players of a 
so-called university are all 
in elementary stenography, 
forth. 

Coaches Can Correct Evils. 

Tt seems to me that if the indi- 
vidual coaches are aware of ‘such 
goings-on they are in a better posi- 
tion than anybody else to correct mat- 
ters, assuming that they want to cor- 
rect them. It further seems that as 
jong as they fail to do anything about 
it, or even to denounce known spe- 
cific cases, they justify a public belief 
that they think such things are just 
fine. 

Of course, there is proselyting and

Although Pop’s 
suggestion will meet with approval in 
some quarters, it is understood many 
coaches including Knute Rockne of 
Notre Dame will oppose the suggested 
amendment bitterly. 

Award Concentrated Drives. 

As all close followers of football 
know, it is much easier to gain ground 
hetween the two 20. yard lines than it 


line when the secondary deférise is 
drawn up to reinforce the forward 
wall. The team which scores by a 
concentrated attack after passing the 
opposing eleven’s 20 yard line should 
be given more credit than the one 
which score on a fumble or other fluke 
play, and afterward forges to the front 
by making more first downs in: mid- 
field. 

If Warner’s suggestion is accepted 
by the rules committee most of the 
play will be between the two 20 yard 
lines. The games will develop into 
defensive rather than offensive battles. 

Coaches can'evolve scoring plays for 
use once the team is inside an oppo- 
nent’s 20 yard line. If tais cannot be 
done, then they should develop field 
goal kickers. Football will not be the 
same if games are to be decided 
by first downs. Coaches substitute in 
the second period to give their regu- 
lars a rest for the second half. If the 
opposing eleven retains its full 
strength it could pile up first downs 
against its temporarily weakened op- 
ponent. The point, however, will be 
the cause of plenty of discussion at 
the Friday meeting. 

To Discuss Moving Goal Posts. 

Although the idea of moving the 
goal posts from the end to goal lines 
will come up for discussion, there is 
little likelihood of the rules committee 
taking any action. It has been almost 
the unanimous vote of the committee 
that a ten strike was made when the 
posts were placed at the ends of the 
playing field. There was a growing 
tendency to develop field goal kickers 
at the close of last season, and there 
may be plenty of toe artists on the 
gridiron next. fall. 

Ira Rogers, coach of West Virginia, 
will propose that play at the start of 
the third period continue from the 
point where the game was called at 
the close of the second quarter. 


Appoint Committee of Three. 
It is doubtful if any action will be 


determined by plays instead of by 
time. At its meeting a year ago the 
rules committee drafted an amendment 
whereby it voiced no objection to the 


involved. 

Opinions reached by the coaches, 
however, will not be final, but as they 
are the ones most vitally interested 
in the game their decisions will carry 
of weight with the rules com- 
mittee.

a prominent part. 


One might mention two other names ' 


in addition, those of Van Karnebeek, 
minister of foreign affairs during the 
world war, who refused to extradite 
the kaiser at the demand of the allies, 
and Dr. P. J. Troelstra, founder of the 
Socialist-Democratic Labor party, who 
failed in an attempt to start a revo- 
lutionary movement in November, 
1918. But it is doubtful of one man 
in a thousand remembers these two 
names any longer.
